1. necessary clearance ars obtained from the Director General of Civil Aviation and International Airport Authority of 
India and conditions if any, imposed by the above two authorities shall be strictly complied with;

3. the relevant pre-visions relating to the possession, transport, use and import of explosives, as contained in the Explo¬ 
sives Rules, 1983, except sub-rule 2 of rule 31 shall be strictly complied with; 

4. adequate number of explosives vans licensed under the Explosives Rules, 1983, shall be kept ready at the airport so 
that the explosives can be removed Tom the aircraft after its landing expeditiously; 

5. the aircraft shal be parked at a remote place at the airport and an area of atleast 500 metres around the aircraft and 
explosives van shall be cantoned off by providing adequate number of security guards in consultation with the Director General 
of Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives from aircraft to van is started. The arrangement shall continue till the transfer 
is completed and the van duly locked leaves the site. No smoking or use of naked light shall be permitted within the cordoned 
area, and;
